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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to applicant's remarks that parallel 
multithreaded processor is a tangible device, claim 1 only recites accessing a register of a set of registers organized into windows in 
the parallel multithreaded processor. Register windows are not tangible. As to claim 21, claim 21 reciting a computer program product 
residing on a computer readable storage medium for managing execution of multiple threads in a multithreaded processor comprising 
instruction causing a processor to access a register in a register set organized into plurality of windows of registers. No clear final result 
can be found in claim, nor substantial practical application can be found. As to Solars, Sollars taught allocation of register set 106 to a 
new thread (see col. 12, lines 59-67, col. 13, lines 1-11). Therefore, the register set 106 was addressable by two or more threads as 
claimed. As to Dwyer, Dwyer is relatively addressable for the mapping of the registers, and it is absolutely addressable for accessing a 
register set by a plurality of threads (see the sharing of the register pool for renaming the architectural registers of several threads in col.2, 
lines 46-57 ) . 
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
